Thus it would be at the end of the causeway in di­ 


rect line, and could be made to carry all traffic—street cars, wagons and 


pedestrians—over the tracks and away from the danger that is now a con­ 


stant menace to scores of lives. 
Some day, if this is not done, a loaded street car will% be struck by 


a train on this Mill street crossing, and a score of people will be killed. 


It may happen tomorrow; it may not happen for months or even years. 


But if conditions are not changed, it is almost inevitable. 
W hen this catastrophe comes, we will all be sorry.. The railroad peo­ 


ple will be sorry; the street car people will be sorry; the city will be sorry. 


But most of all, the relatives of the killed and maimed will be sorry. And 


then, after the funerals are over, and after the sorrow has come upon 


us, we will build a viaduct over the place where Death hovers. 


It would seem that at this time, when a change in the old viaduct is 


to be made, those interested in this thing should get their heads together 


and do the right thing. To rebuild the Rose street viaduct as at present 


constructed and located is as big a waste of money as it was to build a 
draw bridge over the Mississippi instead of a high bridge. The folly of 


that affair is now conceded by everybody. The city contributes something 


to the present viaduct, and the railroad pays the balance. 
The street car 


is the only new party to the transaction.
